AN INTERNATIONAL 
INCIDENT AT ICHANG, 

A FRACAs ON AN AMERICAN SHIP. 

THREE AMERICAN LADIES WOUNDED, 


The following account of a fracas on the 
American ship Alice Dollar, at Ichang, 
on July Sist is given in a message to the 
Shanghai Brea'ng Yeusi— . 

-Guarded by a detachinent of ‘American 
blue jackets the American steamer (lice 
uilar is being! held here. with thirteen, 
vhinese prisoners aboard following an 
‘outbreak in which Chinese officials sought 
to take pcssession of the boat last night 
when Capt. Tornroth, his wife and Mrs: 
P, C. Windham .and her daughter “all 
were wounded. . F ees 
, The disturbance arose when a Chinese 
official boarded the stenmer accompanied 
by a military afficer who wag accompanied 
by ‘a group of armed soldiers. ‘The 
official created trouble when he found fanit 
with .accommodation. provided on the 
boat and when the soldiers were called 
upon they attacked Capt. Tornroth and 
then opened fire. ; . : 

‘Capt. Tornroth was assaulted when he 
interfered in a quarrel between tho purser 
and the General. The Genera! struck 
him and tne soldiers crowded about and 
suddenly opened’ fire. Capt, Tornroth 
was woltinded’ in. the leg and, is under 
medical attendance. — , 


.A dumber of shots were fired several of 
them ricocheting, and Mrs: Tornroth, the 
captain’s wife, and Mrs. P. C, Windham, 
wife of the Dollar line’s Ichang agent, 
aud her daughter, were wounded by: steel 
splintors. : ; 

The Alice Dotler’s ‘siren was sounded 
and ‘within’.a few minutes a ‘party of 
Marines‘from tbe U.S.S, Zsabel, flagship 
of the American Yangtsze patrol, which 
was near, boarded the Dollar vessel and 
captured the Genera] and thirteen soldicrs 
and placed them under arrest. ' 

The Alice Dollar ig waiting at Ichang 
pending tne receipt of information. from 
Admiral W.° W. Phelps, commander : of 
the Yangisze patrol, concerning the dis. 
position of the Chinese belligerents being 
held on the ship. ay

The. reason for the balance 
of ‘numbers ‘on’ the sheet. of paper was 
that he had not had. time to transfer

* COUNSEL'S ADDRESS. 


_ Mr. Jeakin, addressing the ,Court, said 
it was rather a'miscrable action to. bring 
o cose of this sort against an officer of 
such seniority and of such high record in 
the service. It seemed nvery miserable 
action ta set n trap for a case of such 
a petty nature at the expense of a grent 
deni of. time on the part of the Superin- 
tendents. He should have imagined that 
it would not ‘have been possible in theee 
stirring times for high police officials to 
i try and trup an old and meritorious offi- 
cer by engaging ‘ricksha coolies to bring 
about his downfall and in order that the 
defendant thight be within’ the Criminal 
Law of bribery, That was meun, ‘and’ it 
wag more especially so in view of the fact 
that in o short time the defendant would 
‘haye been retiring to his native country.
